David Willett buys 5-paper chain from Panax 


EAST LANSING- Panax today 
announced the sale of Associated 
Newspapers, a group of community 
newspapers in western Wayne 
County, to a newly-formed 
company, Associated Newspapers, 
Inc. 

The announcement was made 
jointly by Panax President John P. 
McGoff and by David J. Willett, of 
Wayne, president of Associated 
Newspapers, Inc. 

The sale of the Wayne Eagle, 
Westland Eagle, Canton Eagle, 


Romulus Roman and Belleville 
Enterprise is effective immediately. 

Willett, a native of the Wayne 
area, is returning to newspapers 
which at one time were co-published 
by his late father, Wesley Willett. 

“A good community newspaper is 
a reflection of a good community,” 
Willett said. “Associated serves 
good communities. Our newspapers 
will be a reflection of that 

“It is very satisfying to once 
again be working in the area that my 


family has lived in for so many 
years," he said "Coming back to 
Associated Newspapers is like 
coming home for mea nd I’m looking 
forward to the future.” 

McGoff said, "Panax has had a 
rewarding relationship with the 
readers of the Associated 
Newspapers. We are pleased that 
the new owner has a long history in 
the area and knows the communities 
served so well. We are confident the 
Associated Newspapers are in good 
hands." 


Willett, an account executive with 
the Detroit Free Press in its 
financial advertising department, 
has lived in Wayne for many years 
and was graduated from Wayne 
High School. He was general 
manager of the newspapers when 
Panax purchased them in 1969. He 
had begun working at the 
newspapers at the age of 14. 

Willett is active in the Wayne 
United Methodist Church, Rotary, 
Toastmasters International and 
other community organizations. 


Panax Executive Vice-President 
Frank Shepherd said the sale “is in 
line with our long range goals for 
Panax. We feel very fortunate to be 
able to turn over management of 
Associated Newspapers to Dave 
Willett, a native of the area who will 
serve it very well." 

Shepherd said that General 
Manager John Tarrant and Editor 
Bob Cochrane will remain with the 
organization to help it through the 
transition period after which they 
will be reassigned by Panax Corp.

Mayor says hassle is 'political^ 


Council rejects recommendation 


to increase water, sewer rates

TTie battle over water and sewer 
rates continues hot and heavy 
between Romulus Mayor James 
Stewart and the City Council and it 
appears that the city is winding up 
the big loser in the dispute. 

A special meeting was called la^t 
Thursday evening in the council 
chambers to study the water and 
sewer amendment and to hear a 
report from an auditor the council 
had hired to audit the city’s books. 

John Burtt, a certified public 
accountant with the firm of 
Icerman, Johnson and Hoffman, 
stressed the urgent need to raise the 
water and sewer rates. 

"Romulus lost $750,000 during the 
last fiscal year," Burtt said, in 
addressing the council, which had 
authorized spending $19,500 for the 
six-week audit by Burtt’s firm.

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"You’re in a very serious 
situation," Burtt told the city’s 
legislative body, “I urge you to raise 
the water and sewer rates 
immediately to a $5.50 flat rate.” 

"The council questioned Burtt’s. 
report in several areas and finally 
chose not to accept the CPA’s 
recommendation after almost two 
hours of questioning. 

City Attorney Robert Reese 
expressed amazement after the 
meeting that the council refused to 
accept Burt t’s audited figures that a 
water and sewer rate increase was 
absolutely necessary. 

"I know a little about accounting 
myself, and I wouldn’t question Mr. 
Burtt’s figures the way the council 
did, and they’re the ones that hired 
him and his firm," Reese said, 
shaking his head. » 

The crux of the dispute between 
the Mayor and Council is labeled 
"strictly political” by Stewart and 
some city employees. 

"We’ve brought this before the 
council time and time again and this 
has been dragging on for months and 
months,” Stewart said at the 
meeting. “We’re buying water for 
more than we’re selling it for - it’s as 
simple as that. We’re bound to go 
into the red that way. That’s not the 
entire reason for the $750,000 deficit, 
but it’s a big share." 

Stewart said he f elt the hassle over 
the water and sewer rates was a 
"smokescreen" to discredit his 
administration and make it a 
political issue. 

However, members of city council 
feel they have some legitimate 
questions about the financial 
reports. Especially put under the 
searchlight was theincrease of some 
$100,000 in salaries and wages in the 
water and sewer Department the 
past fiscal year. 

Councilman William Oakley said: 
"I think there’s an explanatiorfdue 
where the increase of $100,000 went 
for salaries and wages from 1975 to 
1976." 

Oakley also was concerned about 
how much water and sewer costs 
will be next year before increasing 
the rates, although his later motion 
to raise water and sewer rates to 
$5.50 was defeated by a 4-2 count. 

Councilman Bob Martin spported 
the motion, but Councilmembers 
Jimmy Raspberry, Gerry Canejo, 
Beverly McAnally and and Joan Lee 
dissented. 

After Mike Herman, director of 
water and sewer billing, and Burtt 
had given their reports and been 
questioned by the council, Mrs. Lee

asked: "When are we g)ing to get 
down to the purpose of this meeting, 
which is to study the water and 
sewer ordinance?" 

Raspberry then asked the reason 
for the $750,000 deficit. 

"What causes our big loss? Is it 
mismanagement of the finances and 
not closing loopholes? It’s as 
important to find where the money 
went as it is to raise adequate rates 
for water and sewer.” 

TTie question that concerned the 
entire council was where the money 
was going. Rut even though Burtt 
assurrea tnem his audit was 
thorough and complete and 
everything was in order, the council 
still rejected his recommendation to 
implement the needed rate increase. 

Burtt explained that if the rates 
remain the same as now, another 
$750,000 deficit will be on the books 
by June 30, 1977. 

Romulus City Auditor Larry 
Moore and Finance Director Helen 
Gallien refuted charges that there 
was a lack of communication 
between the administration and city 
council. 

Moore, who handed out detailed 
reports Thursday night showing 
every water and sewer increase 
from Detroit since 1967, and the 
council’s subsequent actions, 
reported rates have increased 264 
percent the past nine years. 

"I believe everyone on the council 
knows we need the money 
requested by the Finance 
Department and authenticated by 
Mr. Burtt’s figures,” Moore said. “I 
feel they have some honest questions 
about the figures, but the auditing 
firm has thoroughly studied the 
books and says we need higher 
water and sewer rates. There’s just 
no questioning that at all. 

"The rates need to be raised 
immediately, as well as the water 
and sewer ordinance being amended 
or changed." he said. 

Martin said: “ldon’t feel that firm 
figures have been explained where 


the money is going.” 

Mrs. McAnally added: "We’re 
crying about fees. We’re paying an 
attorney money to draft a water and 
sewer ordinance.” 

Mayor Stewart interjected at this 
point: “Administration engaged him 
for his counsel and opinion, not to 
write an ordinance.” 

Mrs. McAnally, who spoke seldom 
during the meeting, said tap-in costs 
should be raised, a measure that 
Mayor Stewart and some others feel 
would keep industry from building in 


Romulus. 


Board mulling more cuts 


Winter sports slashed 


The Romulus Board of Education, 
hard-pressed financially due to two 
recent millage failures, made 
further drastic slashes at last week’s 
meeting. 

In addition to the cuts already 
made, the board voted to eliminate 
all winter high school sports and to 
close buildings at 10 p.m. each day. 

The most far-reaching of the cuts 
will probably be in the sports area. 


A meeting was scheduled last 
night between Romulus High School 
Principal Joel Carr, basketball 
coach Jesse Merriweather, other 
coaches, students, parents and the 
Board of Education to discuss the 
situation. 

Previously, all junior high school 
sports were eliminated along with 
all other extra-curricular activities. 

The Board also voted last week to 
close all school buildings at 10 p.m., 


with charges to be made for anyone 
using the facility' after that time 

Also exempted was use of school 
buildings on Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays. 

Further cut-backs in services 
recommended to the school board by 
School Supt. James Garfield have 
been taken under advisement. 

The reductions are needed, 
Garfield said, to produce a balanced 
budget 


"New tap-ins should be raised to 
reflect the cost to the city," Mrs. 
McAnally said. She was the only 
council member to vote against 
amending the rates when the first 
reading was held on Aug. 19, but two 
weeks later, she was joined by 
Martin, Raspberry, Lee and Canejo 
Oakley and Fred Block voted for the 
rate increase both times. 

Mrs. Lee, who exchanged 
sarcastic remarks with Mayor 
Stewart during the course of the 
evening, felt the purpose of the 
meeting war to discuss the water 
and seWcr ordinance. 


"We met several times and all you 
people (directing her remarks to the 
finance department and department 
of public works officials) wanted to 
do was talk about a 99-percent 
increase.” She also said that 
Romulus didn’t have the highest tap- 
in rates around, that Westland’s 
were higher. 

However, Moore said Westland 
figured their rates on a different 
basis than Romulus. 

After hearing testimony from 
B^irtt, Moore and Herman for 
Almost two hours, City Clerk 
iu ci naid Folmar addressed himself 


to council. "It is a problem of all of 
us ( to find the answer to the financial 
needs of the water and sewer 
department). When we agree to 
accept these positions, I believe we 
agree to resolve this mater.” 

Oakley then moved that the 
council adopt the $5.50 rate 
recommended by Burtt. He received 
support from Martin, but 
Raspberry, Canejo, McAnally and 
Lee voted against the motion. 

“I don’t want any’ blame put on the 
administration,” Stewart told th£ 
council. "We can only advise, vf 
can’t pass it for you ‘ 


is Romulus 'breaking law' 


by not meeting utility costs? 


Is the Romulus City Council 
breaking the law by not raising the 
water and sewer rates high enough 
to cover the cost of ruining that 
department? 

"TTiey are not in compliance with 
xthe charter of the City of Romulus,” 
answered City Attorney Robert 
Reese. 

"Then they are in violation of the 
law which says they cannot deficit 
spend, is that correct?" asked a 
reporter. 

"Yes, I guess you could say they 
were ‘breaking the law’ by not 
complying with the charter that says 
rates and charges must be fixed to 
meet the costs of such utility," 
Reese admitted. 

Reese said money could be taken 
from the general fund of the budget 
to pay for the water and sewer 
expenses which will reflect a 
$750,000 loss by June 30, 1977, the end 
of the fiscal year. 


But, according to Mayor James 
Stewart and finance department 
officials, the general fund is running 
short and cannot make up the huge 
deficit incurred by the low water 
and sewer rates. 

Section 15.6 of the Romulus City 
Charter reads: “The rates and 
charges for any municipal public 
utility including the furnishing of 
water, sewer, light, heat, power or 
gas shall be so fixed as to meet the 
costs of such utility." 

It is this section that Reese 
contends the council is not in 
compliance. 

Michael Herman, director of 
water and sewer billing, contacted 
two state agencies recently to 
determine the city’s liability as the 
situation now stands. After 
questioning the Local Audit Division 
of the State of Michigan concerning 
the continuing deficit, he was told 
that the state could take no 


affirmative action to force the 
Romulus City Council to do anything 
as long as bond payments were 
made on time. 

He then was referred to the 
Municipal Finance Commission 
where Deputy Director Richard 
Allen told him if the general fund 
was depreciated to the extent that 
borrowing was necessary to 
supplement the city finances, the 
state would, at that point, step in and 
take action. 

Allen told Herman the state would 
order the council to set water and 
sewer rates at a level capable of 
making that department self- 
sufficient. 

"Until such time, my department 
and the department of public 
services will have to continue 
operating in the red, or begin a cut- 
back in city services to the public,” 
Herman told Stewart.

Refusal 
of credit 
barred 

Michigan Attorney General Frank 
J. Kelley has ruled that a woman 
may not be refused credit for a loan 
simply because cf her marital 
status. 

In a formal opinion, requested by 
State Rep. Gary Owen (D-22nd 
District), Kelley said: “The 
creditworthiness of a married 
woman is not affected by state 
property laws. A married woman is 
responsible for her own obligations 
regardless of whether they are 
incurred by purchase of a luxury or 
a necessity.” 

Kelley said if the woman is using 
her own property as collateral, a 
woman’s right to borrow money or 
buy goods “is not affected by her 
marital status”. He added that 
anyone who refuses credit to a 
woman on the basis of her marital 
status is in violation of the Federal 
Equal Credit Opportunity Act of 1974 
and the 1974 Michigan act 
prohibiting credit discriminations

Investigation is called 'bull' 


An investigation into alledgec 
“improper” counting in Van Buren’s 
election by a Wayne County 
Organized Task Force is being 
treated like “a tempest in a teapot” 
by at least two township officials. 

The Crime Task Force spent three 
days going over the voting totals and 
records because of an anonymous 
phone call, claiming alledged 
“miscounting”. 

“I haven’t paid any attention to it 
at all - it’s a lot of bull,” said 


retiring Supervisor Elton Gollwitzer 
candidly. “You can’t go out and hire 
some 75 people to help work on the 
election and not expect even one or 
two unintentional mistakes. 

“It’s unfortuanate there are 
people, once they lose an election, 
who seem willing to ‘get even’.” 

Gollwitzer, who finishes up six 
years as supervisor of Van Buren 
Township this week, added: “I feel it 
was someone or someones who lost 
previous elections, not necessarily 


the last one. 

“I feel it’s someone who’s lost an 
election and wants to add to the 
present lack of confidence in local 
government.” 

Pat Cullin, who will be sworn in as 
r*ew Supervisor along with the other 
elected officials at noon Saturday, 
feels the same way. 

“We want to make sure 
everything is done as absolutely 
correct as possible, and I believe we 


take every precaution to see the 
election count is completely 
accurate,” she said. “However, I 
feel there are some who do things to 
intentionally try and hurt our 
community. We think we know who 
made the anonymous phone call that 
led to the investigation.” 

Judge Henry Zaberowski of the 
34th District Court will swear in the 
newly-elected officials at Van Buren 
Township Hall at 12 p.m. this 
Saturday.

Amputee discusses White House meeting

Patricia Hutchings, of Westland, an above-the-knee amputee. Is 
active In the Tri-City Therapeutic Recreation Program, Easter Seal 
Society, and other organizations promoting the interest of han- 
dicapped persons. After attending the White House Conference on 
Handicapped Individuals, she sent us her concerns regarding that 
conference, and an upcoming state convention for the handicapped. 


The White House Conference on Handicapped Individuals was held 
Oct. 31 and Nov. 1, with 18 counties in Michigan represented. 


Approximately 1,000,000 handicappers live within the 18 counties. 
Fred Howes, of the Vocational Rehabilitation Service told me that 
approximately 600 handicappers and 300 professional, semi- 
professional or just interested individuals who deal with the han- 
dicapped. attended 

Why out of 1,000,000 were there only a very small minority when in 
the handicapper’s best interests, everyone who could attend, should? 

Following are some of the reasons why so few attended: 


...At the end of the month how 
many people, handicapped or not, 
could afford transportation, 
accommodations, food, 
and what not. 


1. Lack of coverage by the media. This does nto include those who 
were not made aware, and so therefore could not properly report on 
something so vital. 

2. Lack of organizations dealing directly with the handicapped from 
the state level on down. 


3. The convention was held at the Dearborn Hyatt-Regency. Not bad 
for the mainstream of handicappers who live on fixed incomes. At the 
end of the month how many people, handicapped or not, could afford 
transportation, accommodations, food, and what not. 

The convention itself dealt with multiple problems concerning 
recreation and culture, health insurance, employnyent, civil rights and 
enforcing the laws already on the books (but unfortunately few take 
seriously), and the fact that we need independent housing so we, as 
handicapped individuals, can live and afford such accommodations, 
such as that enjoyed by senior citizens 


What will come from the input of the small minority of handicappers 
who were there? Who knows We have waited years Let’s hope we do 
not have to wait indefinitely!

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Bill could mean aid 
for shrinking districts 


DEER HUNTER'S SPECIAL! 


Passage of a bill now pending 
before the State House of 
Representatives’ Education 
Committee would mean an 
additional $248,913 for several 
Western Wayne County school 
districts in the 13th Senatorial 
District, which have suffered 
significant enrollment decreases. 

Under the bill, which would 
provide a total of $2.8 million to 
qualifying school systems, “quality 
educational opportunities will be 
more fully guaranteed for all school 
children in the state,” said State 
Sen William Faust (D-13th 
District), sponsor of the bill. 

The measure, already approved 
by the Senate, would provide 
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additional funds to school systems in 
which more than 2 percent less 
students are enrolled this year as 
compared with last year. 

The bill also would provide 
additional funds to those districts to 
help them offset losses in state aid 
incurred because of enrollment 
declines, Faust said. 

Although some expenses of 
education decrease with declining 
enrollment, other overhead costs 
continue, so in some school districts 
state aid has dropped below the 
reduction in education costs, the 
senator said. 

“We cannot afford to let the needs 
of these financially troubled school 
districts go unanswered because the 
future of our school students is at 
stake,” Faust added. “It is 
imperative we do our utmost to 
adequately prepare them for 
careers and jobs ahead with dollars 
to educate them.” 

Preliminary enrollment figures 
released by the Wayne County 


Intermediate Srhnol District show 
that seven school system’s in 
Faust’s district would qualify for 
funding under the declining 
enrollment bill. Estimates 
provided by the Senate Fiscal 
Agency show that qualifying 
districts would be reimbursed a pro 
rata amount of about 163 per 
student. 

Qualifying under the proposed bill, 
their percentage of enrollment 
decline and the amount of state 
reimbursement are the school 
districts: 

—Cherry Hill, 6 percent, $14,931; 

Dearborn Heights No. 7, 7 percent, 
$19,026; 

—Garden City, 6 percent, $42,588; 

—Huron, 7 percent, $18,144; 

—Inkster, 7 percent, $17,703; 

—Livonia, 5 percent, $108,234; and 

—Taylor, 2 percent, $28,287.

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Work-study program 
aids Gl Bill students 


Western Wayne 
County veterans, who 
need financial help to 
continue fulltime 
schooling under the GI 
Bill, may be eligible for

Advice to a President: Why not the best?

In the attached article. Common 
Cause President David Cohen 
suggests ways in which President- 
elect Carter should “take a giant 
step toward restoring trust in 
government” as he makes 
appointments to his new 
Administration. 

As he fills over 2,000 jobs, Carter’s 
challenge is to attract and hold onto 
talented individuals other than those 
put forward by traditional special 
interests. 

“It is within the President’s power 
to restore respect for government 
service,” Cohen says. “If President- 
elect Carter takes a fresh approach, 
he will find men and women from all 
constituencies clamoring to serve 
their country.” 

Of all the consequences of the 
reform in campaign finance, one of 
the happiest is this: President-elect 
Carter does not have to pay any 
attention to his big contributors 
when it comes to making 
appointments. By law, there just 
weren’t any big contributors this 
time. 

As a result, between now and Jan. 
20, Carter can be his own man in 
filling top level positions — about 50 


jobs including White House staff 
appointments. After the 
Inauguration, he may have as many 
as 2,000 more choices to make. 

It is clear that Carter is already 
proceeding with care in his search 
for men and women of talent to the 
top spots. This is good news because 
mistakes are tough to rectify 
Faced with the enormity of the full 
task, however. Carter may be 
tempted to delegate away much of 
his appointment authority and that 
would be bad news. 

Since the real challenge of the 
President-elect is to attract and hold 
onto talented individuals during his 
four-year term, he must establish 
and then maintain control over an 
appointment process which will give 
him a variety of sound choices 
beyond those put forward by 
traditional special interests. 

If President-elect Carter wants to 
take a giant step toward restoring 
trust in government, he should: 

H Bring quality and diversity to 
the Cabinet. The men and women 
chosen for the Cabinet should be 
exemplary in two respects: they 
should have a record of championing 
public concerns while standing up to 
narrow interests, and they should be 
capable of organizing and managing 
teams of first-rate public servants.

Dear, Jill Ruckelshaus or William 
Scranton would add quality to any 
Cabinet. 

Set clear standards of 
accountability. Establishing firm 
accountability standards for 
appointees is an important way to let 
the public know that the President 
means it when he says he expects 
honest, full-time, capable service 
and won’t tolerate a careless, easy 
atmosphere. 

Common Cause has submitted to 
President-elect Carter a proposed 
comprehensive executive order to 
prevent conflicts of interest. If such 
an order were issued on Jan. 20, 
requiring financial disclosure and 
strong conflict of interest 
regulations for government 
officials, it would demonstrate 
presidential commitment to 
accountability in government. Such 
an order should require officials to 
make public their personal financial 
holdings; agree to forego future 
appointments for two years in firms 
and institutions regulated by their 
department, agency or commission; 
and not represent clients before 
their former agency during that 
period. 


Before making appointments the 
President should know the views of 
appointees on these matters, their 
willingness to enforce these policies 
in their departments and their 
readiness to take affirmative anti- 
secrecy steps in government. 

$ Make the appointment 
process open. Special interest 
groups now exert great pressure in 
pushing for appointments to 
regulatory agency and sub-cabinet 
positions. To counter this, the White 
House staff and high administration 
officials ought to keep logs of all 
outside contacts they make or 
receive regarding appointments to 
public office, and these logs should 
be open to public inspection. 

H Appoint ‘‘public 
representatives” to regulartory 
commissions. “Public 
representatives” should be named 
to each regulatory commission to 
provide balance and diversity. In the 
past, regulatory commissions have 
been dominated by people 
associated with the industry they 
regulate. This imbalance can be 
corrected only if the President 
deliberately seeks out appointments 


of public spirited individuals who 
are knowledgeable about — but not 
intimate with — the industry they 
are to help regulate. 

$ Make sure all potential 
appointees are in fact interviewed. 
Previous administrations have 
made a more thorough search of the 
record, character and personality of 
individual Peace Corps volunteers 
than of its top officials. To remedy 
the situation, an internal review 
process — particularly for heads of 
independent agencies, sub-cabinet 
officials, and ambassadors — should 
be undertaken before appointments 
are announced. After initial 
selections are made, a top-level 
panel of public officials and private 
citizens should consider such 
matters as whether the appointee’s 
past activities could lead to an 
apparent or real conflict of interest. 

£ Allow cabinet members to 
choose their subordinates. Although 
final responsibility for all 
presidential appointments will rest 
with Carter, cabinet members 
should be allowed to propose their 
own choices for sub-cabinet level 
positions but directed to use the 


same standards employed by the 
President in selecting cabinet 
members themselves. Like the 
President-elect, they too should seek 
quality and diversity in their 
subordinates. 

• Make government work 
rewarding. Public service should be 
attractive and appealing, not a 
burden and a sacrifice. High ethical 
and performance standards for 
officials will help make public 
service a dignified calling. But there 
is a more practical side: by fighting 
to make top government salaries 
competitive with those in business 
and other institutions, and by 
offering elementary courtesies such 
as paying moving expenses to and 
from Washington, the President can 
make public service possible for 
qualified people who now can’t 
afford it. 

It is within the President’s power 
to restore respect for government 
service. If President-elect Carter 
takes a fresh approach, he will find 
zestful men and women, from all 
constituencies, clamoring to serve 
their country. The question for the 
President is, “Why not the best?”

into the sunshine 


We don't think enough 
credit has been given to the 
three legislators who fought 
for the passage, of the open 
meetings bill, recently 
signed into law by Gov. 
William Milliken. 

The bill, which has had a 
long and tortuous legislative 
history, was guided through 
the Senate by Sen. David 
Plawecki (D), Dearborn 
Heights, and through the 
House by Reps. Tom Brown 
(D), Westland, and David 
Hollister (D), Lansing. 

The new law speils out 
requirements for public 
notice of meetings, 
availability of minutes of 
meetings, penalties, and 
specifies when a meeting 
may legally be closed. 

According to the measure, 
"All meetings of a public 
body shall be open to the 
public and shall be held in a 
place available to the 
general public. All persons 
shall be permitted to attend 
any meetings except as 
otherwise provided in the 
act. All decisions of a public 
body shall be made at a 
meeting open to the public." 

Plawecki, Brown and 
Hollister, believe it or not, 
had stiff opposition from 
special interests that would 
like to see government 
continue to operate in the 
shadows. 

Also credited with bringing 
public business in Michigan 
out from behind closed doors 


and into the sunshine was 
Common Cause of Michigan, 
a highly effective state-wide 
citizens' group, which for 
months fought for passage of 
the open meetings bill by 
talking to legislators, 
presenting its point of view to 
the press and the public and 
fighting off a series of 
crippling amendments ad- 
vanced by vested-interest 
groups. 

But when the real gut 
fighting took place there 
were Plawecki, Brown and 
Hollister In the forefront. In 
fact if it hadn't been for 
Brown's and Hollister's 
insistence of a tough House 
bill, the new law might never 
have seen the light of day. 

Because a compromise 
was reached between the 
loophole- ridden Senate 
version and the much 
stronger substitute passed by 
the House, the new law is 
recognized as an effective 
tool in bringing the public in 
from the cold and into the 
process of legislative 
deliberation and decision- 
making. 

There are limited ex- 
ceptions when the public can 
legally be barred from a 
meeting, such as labor 
negotiations and personnel 
matters. But this hardly 
matters because, overall, 
thanks to Plawecki, Brown 
and Hollister, the quality of 
government can only be 
strengthened by the passage 
of this historic bill. 


Why veto campaign finance bill? 


QUESTION: I was surprised to 
learn you vetoed enrolled House Bill 
6350 since I thought you were in 
favor of partial public financing of 
gubernatorial campaigns. Why did 
you veto a bill which would have 
provided those public funds? 

GOVERNOR: I have supported, 
do support and will continue to 
support partial public funding of 
gubernatorial campaigns. I continue 
to believe we need to eliminate the 
reliance on large amounts of money 
from single sources as a means to 
finance campaigns. However, House 
Bill 6350 represented a piecemeal 
approach to the overall problem. If 
it had been enacted, it would have 
provided public funds without 
comprehensive reform of campaign 
financing. The citizens of Michigan 
deserve not only public funding of 
gubernatorial campaigns, but also 
adequate public disclosure. 

It contained provisions almost 
identical to these in Chapter 3 of Act 
227 of 1976, which the State Supreme 
Court found to be defective. It would 
have authorized disbursement of 
public monies to candidates without 
adequate provision for enforcing 
controls on its use. 

Although the bill established 
limitations on individual and 
committee contributions, the lack of 
pre-election reporting of private 
contributions would have resulted in 
inadequate enforcement. 

The bill allows up to $100 per 
contributor to be counted for 
matching funds But there’s no 
effective means to guarantee that 
contributions over that amount will 
not be counted, since the candidate 
or committee are not required to 
report the amount of individual 
contributions. 

A similar problem exists with 
respect to organizations, which can 
distribute their money through sub- 
units for contributing $100 at a time. 

It is a sham and a travesty to 
institute public financing without 
assuring adequate public disclosure. 

There is still time to enact such 


legislation this year. By instructing 
the state treasurer to include in the 
printing of the 1976 State Income 
Tax forms an appropriate tax check- 
off item, I have made it 
administratively feasible to begin a 
partial public funding of political 
campaigns in 1977. 

QUESTION: What can be done to 
control the rising Medicaid costs? 

GOVERNOR: It is imperative 
that all of us realize controlling 
Medicaid costs is a Michigan 
problem and its solution requires all 
persons, providers and consumers to 
dedicate themselves to holding the 
line on Medicaid costs. I have been 
encouraged and impressed with the 
cooperation the state has received 
from providers in containment 
measures. 

Although fraud within the system 
is only a small part of the total 
problem, it must be sought out and 
eliminated. 

Steps must be taken either by 
consumers and providers or by 
governmental regulation to insure 
proper utilization of facilities and

30,000 miss flu vaccine 


Despite the good turnout at the 
high Risk Swine Flu clinics late last 
month, Wayne County Health 
Department officials have 
estimated that some 30,000 eligible 
high risk individials living in the 
out-county area have not received 
preventive shots for the Swine and 
Victorian flus. 

Hoping to reach those residents 
included in the hi#i risk category, 
final clinics have been scheduled for 
Nov. 20 at the Westland and 
Southland centers as well as Henry 
Ford Centennial Library in 
Dearborn. The final high risk clinics 
will be open from 10 a m. to 6 p.m.

Western Wayne County high risk 
clinds attracted 12,173 residents at 
eight different sites. 

In announcing the Nov. 20 clinic, 
Dr. Perry Steams, Health 
Department director, cited a recent 
report by the Harvard Medical 
School that estimated that there is a 
10 to 40 percent chance of a Swine 
Flu epidemic occuring this season. 

The Harvard report went on to say 
that an estimated 56 million 
Americans would be infected, with 
approximately 50,000 dying in the 
influenza outbreak, Stearns added, 
saying that 38 percent of the excess 
flu-related deaths would occur on 
persons 65 years of age and older. 

High risk patients have been 
defined as persons 60 years of age 
and older and all chronically ill 
persons 18 years of age and older.

Snowmobilers find less space 



When a larger-than-ever 
snowmobiling army hits Michigan’s 
trails this winter, it will find fewer 
acres of forest open to off-the-road 
vehicles (ORVs) as compared to a 
year ago, according to the 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

Owners of more than 450,000 
snowmobiles in the state — 3 percent 
more than last year - can travel on 
164 marked trails listed on Auto 
Club’s 1977 guide to state and federal 
land. 

While there are six more marked 
trails availabe than last winter, 
much of the 3.3 million acres of 
national forest land in Michigan will 
be closed to ORV travel after Dec. 
31, due to new rules. 

Snowmobilers still can travel 
unrestricted over any of the 3.7 
million acres of state forests and 
100,000 acres of state parks and 
game and recreation areas. 

“Tlie new regulations on federal 
land-different for each national 
forest-are designed to protect 
wildlife and vegetation and to 
provide quiet areas for other forest 
users,” said Joseph Ratke, Auto 
Club touring manager. 
“Summertime travel restrictions 
will be similar, to again protect 
against overuse, erosion and 
distrubances to wildlife and other 
persons by ORVs.” 

Until Dec. 31 , all federal forest land 
— including more than 2.4 million 
acres in the U.P. — also will be open 
to snowmobilers unless otherwise 
posted. • 

After Dec. 31, all of the Hiawatha 
National Forest wiD be closed to 
cross-country travel by ORVs. 
Snowmobiles and other vehicles are 
free to use marked trails and roads 
in this 862,000 - acre tract in central 
Upper Michigan. 

From March 1 to thaw, 
snowmobiles are restricted to trails 
and roads in the Ottawa National 
Forest’s 1.6 million acres covering 
much of the western U.P. 

Officials at the Huron and 
Manistee National forests in 
northern Lower Michigan have not 
yet finalized their ORV rules, but 
they should be similar. 

“To accommodate snowmobilers 
and other ORV enthusiasts, federal 
officials are working to link existing 
trails to the thousands of miles of fire 
roads and other unpaved routes 
through the forests so that in the 
future, there will be more and longer 
routes than ever,” Ratke added. 

One of those new trails in the U.P. 
is the Cross-U.P. Trail, a 450 -mile 
network from St. Ignace to the 
Keweenaw Peninsula and the 
Wisconsin border. Guides 

are required to travel the route and 
are available free of charge. More 
information can be obtained by 
calling (906) 226-7358. 

In Lower Michigan, a 62-mile 
network of groomed trails has 
become the Huron Snowmobile 
Trail, connecting Oscoda, Hale and 
East Tawas with other local 
communities. Another new and 
lengthy route includes the 50-mile 
West Michigan Trail from Lowell to 
Middle ville in Kent County. 

Snowmobilers may want to tackle 
the 81-mile Boardman River Valley 
Trail near Traverse City. They can 
even try the ungroomed state hiking 
and riding trail, stretching more 
than 200 miles across northern 
Lower Michigan. Information of the 
cross-state trail may be obtained at 
State Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) offices. Detailed 
trail maps can be purchased for $5 
from the Michigan Trail Riders

About half of the increase resulted 
from higher motor fuel tax and 
weight tax (license plate fee) 
collections. The rest is 15 months’ 
interest accumulated in the Motor 
Vehicle Highway Fund, which is the 
depository for state motor fuel and 
weight taxes. 

In previous years, the interest was 
distributed annually in the quarter 
ending with the fiscal year June 30. 
This year, because the Legislature 
extended the fiscal year to Sept 30, 
the interest is being paid three 
months later. 

Because of a decline in interest 
rates, the $6,019,777 in interest 
earned for 15 months is 38.7 per cent 
less than the $9,825,61 2 interest 
earned in the 12 months of the 1974-75 
fiscal year. 

Taxes on motor fuels — gasoline, 
diesel fuel and liquid petroleum — 
brought in $110,273,340 in the July- 
September quarter, an increase of 
$4,818,382, or 4.6 per cent, over the 


same three months of 1975. 

Revenues from weight taxes and 
miscellaneous sources, such as 
vehicle title transfers totaled 
$9,204,793, up $1,405,405, or 18 per 
cent. 

Revenues in the Motor Vehicle 
Highway Fund are distributed under 
a formula prescribed by law after 
deductions for various grants. The 
deductions include 1.25 per cent of 
the gas tax to the State Waterways 
Fund ($1,303,165) and 1-18 of gas tax 
and liquified petroleum tax to the 
General Transportation Fund for 
public transportation program 
($5,722,368). Additionally, the 
Secretary of State charged $6,484,874 
for costs of administration. 

Of the remainder, $48,636,932 will 
go to the Department of State 
Highways and Transportation, an 
increase of $3,986,933, or 8.9 per 
cent; $40,120,611 to the county road 
commissions, an increase of 
$4,526,904, or 12.7 per cent; and 
$22,814,963 to the municipalities, an 
increase of $2,512,919, or 12.9 per 
cent. 

Wayne County will receive 
$6,341,530 as its share of the third- 
quarter distribution, while Belleville 
will receive $8,092; Inkster, $119,801; 
Romulus, $88,393; Wayne $67,172, 
and Westland, $269,525.

"Any team that goes 9-0 
deserves a lot of credit. 

"I also felt that our kids played 
very well,” Carter added. "We did 
everything - blocked well, certainly 
moved the ball but a couple of 
penalties here and there killed us.”

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Belleville loses thriller to Ypsilanti 

Stokes: This is our finest football team'

Belleville High’s football team 
ended the 1976 season the way it 
began - with a cliffhanger. 

Coach Pat Stokes’ Tigers bowed in 
overtime to Wayne in their debut 
and, Friday night, kept their fans on 
edge before losing another thriller 
20-18, this time to arch-rival, 
Ypsilanti, in the season’s finale. 

. “We could have won it as easily as 
they did,” said Stokes who finished 
his sophomore year as head coach 
with a 5-4 record. “This is the best 
team, the best people we have been 
associated with and it was too bad 
we had to lose. % 

“We had a lot of seniors on this 
squad and we wanted them to end 
their prep careers with a victory,’ 1 
Stokes continued. 


Belleville drew first blood. 

After an exchange of fumbles in 
the first quarter, Belleville’s 
Charles Howard stopped a Ypsi 
drive when he intercepted on the 
Tiger 19-yard line. 

Belleville gave up the ball via a 
punt to the Ypsi 45-yard line and 
quarterback Scott Davis engineered 
a drive that was five-yards short of a 
Ypsi touchdcwn. Davis was tackled 
on a fourth down and goal situation 
for a huge loss and Belleville took 
over on its own 16-yard line. 

Belleville quarterback Toiji Laine 
then engineered an 84-yard, 10-play 
drive which was capped by Kevin 
Barnes’ 17-yard touchdown run. A 
bad snap foiled the Tigers’ point 
after attempt. 

Ypsilanti came right back and tied 
up the score. The Braves got the 


ensuing kickoff on their 33-yard line 
and 10-plays later Davis connected 
on a 11-yard touchdown pass to 
Rodney Holman. 

The visitors failed to get the lead 
point when the point-after kick was 
wide of the uprights. 

A rash of penalties marred the 
second quarter and neither team 
managed to break the deadlock in 
the third quarter. However, 
Belleville did threaten in the second 
period when Tony Turrentlne 
recovered a fumble at the Tiger 46- 
yard line and Laine, using 
runningbacks Barnes and Kelvin 
Patterson, moved to the Braves’ 
nine in six plays before he 
surrendered the ball on downs. 

Ypsilanti had possession of the 
ball for only three plays In the third 


quarter as Belleville again came 
within six-yards erf earning its 
second TD of the game. 

On the first play from scrimmage 
in the fourth quarter, the Tiger 
broke the stalemate when Laine 
found wide receiver Roy Ruthford in 
the endzone for a 1 1-yard touchdown 
pass. 

Belleville’s attempt for the two- 
point conversion was stopped short. 

Ypsilanti scored the tying 
touchdown and the go-ahead point 
after the ensuing kickoff which the 
Braves put in play on their own 44- 
yard line. They marched to the nine 
where John Madigan broke loose 
and went in to score. 

Dave Wallace’s successful kick 
gave the Braves the lead for the first 
time in the game. 


Ypsilanti scored an insurance TD 
late in the quarter when it took over 
on the Tiger 36-yard line after a punt 
which resulted in a Belleville 
penalty. Three plays later Dave 
Scott crossed the Tiger goal line 
from nii>e-yards out and Wallace 
made good on the conversion. 

Belleville’s Barnes made an 
excellent return of the ensuing 
kickoff and the Tigers marched 
from their own 44 -yard line to the 
Braves’ 11 in 11-plays. Laine scored 
on an option from nine-yards out, 
cutting the Ypsilanti lead 20-18. 

However, Barnes was cut down 
inches short in his bid for the two- 
point conversion. 

Belleville's Rich Dapsi then 
recovered an onsides kick, but the 
officials washed out the play 
because of an infraction and Ypsi 


received possession of the ball with 
1:20 and ate up the rest of the time. 

Barnes ended his prep grid career 
with 176 of the Tigers’ 346 total 
yards. He had 24 carries. 
Runningmate Patterson picked up 
85 yards in 22 tries. 

Rutherford caught three passes 
for 41 yards and one touchdown 
while Turrentlne again stood out \ 
defensively, accounting for eight 
solos and four assists. 

Belleville lost the battle of first 
downs, 14-12, but had the edge in 
total yardage 346 to 287. Laine hit on 
four of 10 passes for 51 yardB, the 
Braves made good on two of six 
tosses for 47 and were ntorepted 
once. 

The Tigers also suffered 125 yards * 
in penalities (11 of them) as 
compared to Ypsilanti’s seven 
infractions for 85 yards. 



Why are some hunters always successful on deer 
while others very seldom connect? Sure, luck has 
something to do with it but the best hunters tend to 
make their own brand of luck, with much of it before 
the season starts. 

Knowing where you will hunt, well before the 
season opens, is very important. This includes 
advance reservations for a motel and meals or 
arrangements for staying at a regular deer camp 
with your friends near where you will be hunting. 
Setting up camp with a tent trailer or pickup 
camper the night before season opens in strange 
country is positively the wrong way to start a hunt. 

Checking your hunting gear is very important. 
Got your deer license? Silly as it sounds, a lot of 
hunters forget that detail. Hunting boots, pants, 
coat, gloves, knife and rifle all deserve a prior 
:heckup, as do a variety of other items most 
hunters carry with them. 

Rifle sights have a mysterious way of getting out 
of alignment during the off-season. Going hunting 
without checking yours can be plenty risky since 
you will never be sure where your rifle is really 
shooting. Sight it in from a bench rest if at all 
possible. If you can plunk the lead into the bullseye 
at 100 yards, you will be all set, no matter what 
caliber you shoot. Few shots at Michigan deer are 
farther than that, with most much closer so you will 
be accurate. 

Good hunters periodically practice picking up the 
rifle during the off-season to swing . smoothly to the 
shoulder and get right on target. This can enable 
you to handle most any woodland situation where 
time may be a factor. 

Also practice cocking and uncocking your rifle If 
it is one with a hammer or a noisy safety. With a 
little forethought this can be done quietly. Other- 
wise, that normally insignificant little click can 
echo down through a deer woods with surprising 
volume and perhaps alarm a trophy buck. 

If hunting with a group on deer drives, choose a 
leader and follow his instructions. When put on a 
stand, stay there^and don’t go wandering off since 
that can waste a lot of time while the rest of the 
group hunts for you. 

Some hunters prefer still-hunting. With this 
method, you move as slowly and silently as 
possible, pausing often to look carefully in everv 
direction. 

Pay attention to details and improve your “luck” 
on whitetails.
